Since this table was compiled I have received Mr. Bhandarkar’s 
Report of a second tour in search of Sanskrit manuscripts made in 
Rajputana and Central India in 1904,-05 and 1905-06 (Bombay, 
1907). According to inscriptions found by him in certain temples at 
Jaisalmer, Mulraj I (No. 21) was succeeded by his brother, Batan 
Singh, and they together “ righteously protected the earth as did 
Lakshman and Rama of old.” Mulraj had a son called Deoraj, the 
father of Kehar II (No. 24) ; one inscription mentions him as the chief 
of the State just after Gharsi (or Ghata Singh), but the popular idea 
is that he died of fever during the siege of Jaisalmer at the end of the # 
thirteenth century.
